DAIRYING IN RURAL SCHOOLS 


What Prof. P. M. Brandt Says on the 
Subject Today. 


Teaching of the principles of dairy­ 


ing in the rural school is advocated 
by Prof. P. M. Brandt, assistant to the 
dean of the College of Agriculture of 
all farm crops. Suffice it to say that 
the University of Missouri at Colum­ 
bia. 
Prof. Brandt believes that dairy­ 
ing can be made intensely interesting 
to the pupils if the right methods are 
pursued, lf the youth while in school

In this 
bulletin the author,, W. L. Nelson, as­ 
sistant secretary, says: 
Missouri 
has 
more 
farm 
homes 
owned and unincumbered 
than 
has 
Iowa, Illinois cr Kansas. 
Missouri is a state of home owners. 
She has fewer rented farms than Illi­ 
nois, Iowa, Nebraska, Kansas or Okla­ 
homa. 
In number of hogs Missouri, with 
1,503,000 head, ranks 
second 
among 
all the states. 
The Missouri hog is 
not a “hazle splitter,” but an “insti­ 
tution,” with hams and history. 
During the last census decade the 
value of Missouri lands doubled, end 
correspondingly increased more than 
those of any state to her west or an\ 
state bordering her on the north oi 
south. 
Missouri is a great corn state. 
Ac­ 
cording to the last census, the leading 
states in th e production of corn were 
Illinois, Iowa, Indiana and Missouri 
These four states 
together reported 
more than two-fifths of the total pro 
duct ion of the United States. 
Missouri is truly a 
center 
state 
Here is the heart of the great corr 
belt. 
Here is the center of farm val­ 
ues, and also the center of improved 
acreage. 
The statement is also made 
that in Missouri is the cattle center 
the hog center, the horse and mule 
center, and the center of farm pro 
duction for the United States. 
Missouri live stock is remarkably 
free from disease. Texas fever, sh eel 
scabies and glanders are practically 
unknown. During the foot and moat I 
outbreak there was not one case i: 
Missouri. 
The result of the work o 
providing a pure milk supply for Mis 
souri cities, and of keeping healthy 
the herds of the state, is a striking 
story of progress and efficiency. 
Missouri has a splendid system o 
public schools. 
Ours is not an illitei 
ate state. Taking her population as J 
whole, Missouri is not as illiterate rn 
New 
Hampshire, 
Massachusetts 
Rhode Island, Connecticut 
or 
Ne* 
Yrork. 
Furthermore, in some of these 
states illiteracy is decreasing hut lit 
tie, or is actually increasing, while ii 
Missouri our limited illiteracy is rap 
idly decreasing. 
For the average farmer to invest 
nothing in live stock in order that he 
might have more to expend for build 
ings would represent poor business 
judgment. It does not follow that be 
cause the average 
Missouri farmei 
chooses to invest $1,031 in live stock 
and only $975 in buildings that he is 
less efficient than the Massachusetts 
farmer who puts $2,401 in buildings 
and only $562 in live stock. 
Missouri is a great fruit state. 
In 
1915 we were excelled in apple pro­ 
duction by but one state and in peach 
production by but 
four 
states. 
in 
combined apple 
and 
peach produc­ 
tion Missouri was second among the 
states. In blackberries and dewber­ 
ries 
Missouri 
ranks 
first 
among 
the states. At the Panama-Pacific ex­ 
position Missouri was awarded more 
medals on apples than were awarded 
any other state or country. 
Missouri is a leader in live stock. 
In number of registered cattle of the 
four beef breeds, 
Missouri 
is out­ 
ranked by no state. In Angus, Missouri 
is second; in 
Herefords, 
third; 
in 
Galloways, 
third; 
in 
shorthorns, 
fourth. Ours is astate of great breed­ 
ers and of 
long 
established herds 
Missouri has recently established rec­ 
ords in the sale both of Hereford and 
Shorthorn cattle,

“It is 
possible, though, that after more ma­ 
ture consideration, he sees

finding as acknowledgement of the 
importance of the place that farming 
holds in the world’s work. 
The com­ 
mercial club or 
other 
organization 
that interests itself in the activities of 
the farmer, does so, not in a meddle­ 
some manner, but in recognition of 
the dependence of 
city 
upon 
tho 
country. 
Thus is country life paid 
the highest compliment. 
“It is not for country communities 
to present the activities, agricultural 
or otherwise, of commercial clubs— 
for to these clubs, in many country 
towns, must be given credit for mak­ 
ing the first effective organized effort 
toward local upbuilding and b e t t e r 
ment. 
“Cities have been quick to recognize 
their dependence upon the country, 
for nowhere save from the fields can 
I he w orkers in factories be fed. 
“The interests of town and country 
are, in a broad way, identical. 
This 
fact realized, corporation 
lines 
a r e 
lost and country and country town a r e 
brought into helpful and sympathetic 
touch with each other. 
“Farms are 
factories. 
The 
town 
that adds to their efficiency, adds to 
its owTn trade. 
So it is worth while 
for the town to aid in the promotion 
of better and more profitable agricul­ 
ture. 
It is directly to the interests of 
the tow’n that the farmer be an ef­ 
ficient farmer; that he makes money; 
that he adds to the deposits in both 
his banks—the town bank where his 
deposits are written in the passbook 
and the farm bank, where his dc 
posits are certified to by larger crops 
from a more productive soil. 
“The average country town, that is 
surrounded by a community of farm­ 
ers who barely make a living, will be 
peopled by merchants 
who 
barely 
make a living. 
It is the purchasing 
power of the profit rather than of the 
total product, that measures the farm­ 
er’s ability 
to 
purchase 
and 
pay. 
Where crops show no profit, trade is 
sure to suffer. 
“To vitalize the village is to add to 
the efficiency of the farm. 
Likewise, 
the life of the average country town 
depends upon the surrounding agt ii ul- 
tural community, and to a marked de­ 
gree the weal or w'oe of the one is in­ 
separably connected with that of the 
other, 
lf the town is slow', the farm­ 
ing community suffers; if the fields 
fail to produce fully, or if there is 
waste of crops, the town as w ell as 
the country loses. 
So there is ever:, 
reason why country town and counti> 
community should work together.

Such a pro­ 
duct is becoming rare and when jne 
docs find it away from the farm er’s 
smokehouse to the local maiket it is 
snapped up at a fancy price.

“country hams” in 
abundance were offered 
at

sale by a farm er looking person. Two 
bankers were among

buyers.

road three important problems are in­ 
volved: 
First, establishing the best 
possible location;

Proper maintenance of earth roads 
can be accomplished in two ways, ac­ 
cording to a bulletin on “Earth Roads 
and Hie Oiling of Roads,” issued by 
the engineering experiment station at 
the University of Missouri.

the use of the road drag. 
The drag 
should be used soon after a rain, but 
not until the ground has lost its stick­ 
iness sufficiently to allow the material

A well dragged road will be 
free from mud and ruts in winter and 
from dust in summer.

water. A bland soap should be used 
at least once a day with a certain 
amount of friction. H ighly perfumed 
soaps should be avoided and medicat­ 
ed soaps should be used only on the 
advice of a physician. 
In addition to 
bathing 
with wa­ 
ter, the air bath is very important, 
and preferably should be taken on 
rising and again 
on 
going to bed. 
During the air bath it is advisable to 
rub the body with

open hand,

gives a healthy glow to the skin, en­ 


abling it to resist cold. • 
Use of cosmetics should be avoid­ 
ed. Most so-called 
skin 
foods con­ 
tain grease as their principle ingre­ 
dient. Grease tends 
to 
overload the 
sweat glands and to clog the pores of 
the skin. There is no such thing as a 
skin food applicable to the outside. 
The skin is norished only by circu­ 
lation, as other parts of the body.
